Regarding  the  enclosed  letter  from  Mr.  Benzion 
Hyman,  would  say  that  Mr.  Hyman  appears  to  have  covered  a 
very  complete  technical  course  in  Odessa  and  would  prohahly 
he  entitled  to  advanced  standing,  hut  we  would  require  to 
knov/  something  more  of  the  extent  to  which  he  has  covered 
these  subjects  before  we  could  determine  whether  or  not  he 
is  sufficiently  advanced  to  take  up  post  graduate  work.  If 
it  is  his  intention  to  follov/  a  professional  course  as  an 
electrical  engineer  he  probably  has  all  the  technical  equip¬ 
ment  that  he  requires  and  it  is  not  necessary  that  he  should 
hold  a  diploma  of  a  Canadian  University  in  order  to  practice 
in  qny  branch  of  engineering  he  desires  to  enter.
